To the Mwiorable the Senate and Hoiiae of JRepreeentaiives of the Common- 

wealth of Femi9ylvania : 

In obedience to the requirements of the first section of the act of April 4, 
1859, entitled "An Act requiring railroad companies to make uniform reports 
to the Auditor General," I transmit herewith copies of the several reports 
made to this Department by ninety companies. These embrace all the large 
and important companies of the State, and, with few and immaterial excep- 
tions, all whose works haye been completed, together with a number whose 
roads are as yet in process of construction. Some changes and improvements 
have been made in the form of the report since last year — a larger number 
of companies bave reported than during any previous year, and the reports 
present a much fuller and more satisfactory view of the railroad invest- 
ments and operations in the Commonwealth than those which have hereto- 
fore been made. 

I have been furnished with a copy of a map, not yet entirely completed, 
which has been prepared by P. W. Sheafer, Esq., Engineer and Oeologist 
of Pottsvllle, in this State, which is designed to sh(^w the anthracite and 
bituminous coal fields — ^the iron districts — all the furnaces, forges and rol- 
ling mills — all the railroads, with their length, gauges, termini, &c., and the 
canals and navigable waters of the State, especially those leading to Phila- 
delphia, New York and Baltimore, together with statistics of the coal and 
iron trade for forty years past. The publication of such a map, in connection 
with the reports of the railroad companies, would add greatly to their in- 
terest firud value. I have no authority to enter into any arrangements to 
that end ; but should the General Assembly think proper to appoint a com- 
mittee to take the propriety of the measure into consideration, ai^dto arrange 
with its author the terms on which the map could be obtained for such a 
purpose, I will with pleasure exhibit it to them for their examination, as it 
is now in my possession.

July 2d, 1862, Roger Coyne, (laborer on repairs of road,) standing in 
the baggage car door, lost his balance and fell out, and rolling under the 
train, two cars passed over his legs, crushing them badly — died under am- 
putation. 

On the 8th September, Solomon Klink and Jacob Harvey, pushing a car 
on a siding at Connellsville, and coming in contact with a freight train 
backing in a contrary direction, were both knocked down in concussion of 
cars. Klink had his neck broken by a wheel passing over it and died im- 
mediately. Harvey was considerably bruised, but recovered in a short
